We, the Board of SuperintendeBce of Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Eighth Annual 

During the year ended 31st March, 1864, tve have inspected 
the several institutions which receive grants &om Parliament. 
These are — 



1. The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of IndustiT Hospitals, viz;— 

a. The Hardwicke Fever Hospital, 
i. The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 
c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County Dubhn Infirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. The Rotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 

On the occasion of those inspections we made inqimy respecting 
the state and condition of eacii liospital, to ascertain if the comforts 
of the patients were duly provided for, the buildings kept in 
sufficient repair, and the general management of each, satisfactory. 
We have since issued the Circular (No. 1, Appendix) requesting 
such information or suggestions as the Governors of each hospital 
might wish to offer in respect to its funds, managfementj &'c., &,ud 
we give the replies iii the Appendix (No. 2),

’Eighth Rej/ort of the Board of Dublin Hos^tiials. 

The Wbstmorbiand Look Hospital. 

90 ])atients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1863- 
898 were admitted, 899 were discharged, and 12 died, in the rear 
ending 31st March, 1864, and 7Y remained at that period. The 
average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year was 
94^-. The time spent by each patient in hospital averaaed 34J 
days. 

The mortality, as usual in such hospitals, was small, only 1'30 
per cent. 

The hospital was clean, well ventilated, and in a satisfactory 
state on inspection, at which time it contained 105 patients. 



The House of Industet Hospitals. 

87 patients remained in the Hardwicke Fever Hospital on the 
31st March, 1863; daring the succeeding year 1,405 were ad- 
mitted, 1,308 were discharged, 127 died, and 57 remained at the 
end of the year. There were 77 patients in the Whitworth Hospital 
when the year commenced ; 1,056 were admitted; 997 were dis- 
charged; 71 died, and 65 remained at the end of the year. 100 
patients were in the Richmond at the beginning; 1,151 were 
admitted; 1,116 were discharged ; 32 died; and 103 remained at 
the end of the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was — 76 in the Hardwicke; 66| in the Whitworth; and 99t 
in the Richmond, 

The time spent by each patient in hospital averaged 18j days 
in the Hardwicke ; 21§ in the Whitworth ; and 29 in the Kici- 
mond. 

The mortality on the numbers treated to a termination was 8'85 
per cent, in the Hardwicke; 6'64 in the Whitworth; and 2’78 in 
the Richmond. The total mortality in the three hospitals was 
6'30 per cent. 



Steevens’s Hospital. 

186 patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1863; 
2,226 were admitted dm'ing the year ended 31st March, 1864; 
2,185 were discharged; 60 died; aiM 167 remained at the end of 
the year. 

The average daily nnmher of beds ocenpied throughout the 
year was 164j The time spent in hospital by each patient aver- 
aged 26| days. The mortality per cent, on the number treated to 
a termination was 2'65. 

A ward, with four beds, lias been set apart for cases of some 
peculiar diseases of females, for the better instruction of students 
in midwifery, in addition to their attendance on extern labour 
patients. One hundred and eightj'-uine patients were attended 
during the year at their own residences. 

This institution, when inspected, was in a very satisfactory cop- 
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ditlon. It contained 187 patients — 137 male and 50 female — 
whose comforts appeared to be well attended to. 

On the several occasions on which we visited this hospital, the 
necessity of improving the attic wards, which are exclusively 
appropriated to the Constabulary patients, has been adverted to, 
and the Governors are now endeavouring to raise funds for the 
purpose. 



The Meath Hospital. The Meath 

Hasqntal , 

B4 patients remained in the infirmary wards of this hospital on 
31st March, 1863; 811 were admitted in the year ended 31st 
March, 1864; 782 were discharged; 32 died; and 61 remained at 
the end of the year. 17 remained in the fever wards from the 
previous year; 294 were admitted; 293 were discharged; and 10 
died in the year, and 8 remained at the end of it. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was G2| in tlie infirmary wards; 15| in the fever wards. 

The time spent by each patient in the former averaged 26 days ; 
in the latter, 18| "days. The mortality in the one was 3-93 per 
cent.; in the other, 3-30; the average of both, 3-76. 

A childrenJs ward, with 10 beds, has been lately opened. 

The Governors are taking the necessary steps to erect a new 
laundry outside the house, to remedy the defect alluded to in 
our last report. 



The Cobk-steeet Feyek Hospital. 77, , rmk - 

street Fever 

71 patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1863 ; Jt«eiaiai. 
1,747 were admitted; 1,653 were discharged; and 95 died in the 
year ended 31st March, 1864; and 70 remained at that time. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 71 J. The time spent by each patient in hospital was 14J days. 

The mortality was 5'49 per cent. 

This institution was in a very satisfactory condition in respect 
to cleanliness, ventilation, and other arrangements ; hut for some 
months the admissions have so much increased, that the four wards, 
which for several years have afforded adetjuate accommodation, have 
latterly become overcrowded, rendering it necessary to open three 
small wards in the old hospital. On onr Inspection, the institution 
contained 138 patients — 23 in the convalescent wards, 10 in the 
old hospital, and 105 in the usual fever wards. 

The Eotundo Lting-in Hospital. 

32 labour cases remained in this hospital on the olst March, 

1863; 1,289 were admitted, 1,251 were dischai-ged, and 32 died — 
in the year ended 31st March, 1864, and 38 then remained. Of the 
chronic class, 9 remained from the previous year, 155 were admit- 
ted, 157 discharged, and 2 died in the same year, and 5 remained 
at the end of it. 
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The mortality in the labour class was 2-49 per cent. ; hi the 

chronic, 1-25. Thearerage daily number of beds occupied through- 
out the year by the labour class was 30J ; by the chronic, St 
The time spent in hospital by the former averaged days; by the 
latter, 18|. 

This hospital was in a very satisfactory state when inspected. 

The Oxmbe ThE CoOMBE LtING-IN HOSPITAL. 

Lying-in 

Hospital. 9 Labour cases and 1 chronic patient remained in this hospital 
on the 31st March, 1863; 510 of the former class, and 79 of the 
latter were admitted in the year ended 31st March, 1864; 602 of 
the one, and 77 of the other, were discharged; 6 labour cases 
proved fatal ; and 11 labour cases and 3 chronic patients remained 
at the end of the year. The mortality of the labour class was 1-16 
per cent. 

684 labour cases were attended at their respective residences. 
The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
by both classes of patients was 18J. The time spent in hospital 
by both averaged llj; days. 

Though the pressure on the labour wards is much relieved by 
the extern attendance, the existing accommodation is found 
Insufficient for the applicants for admission, and on that account 
the wards are occasionally rather over-crowded. We found them, 
however, clean, orderly, and well ventilated, and the hospital 
altogether much improved ; but the dispensary portion remains as 
before reported on, and must so continue until funds are obtained 
to erect a dispensary in a more suitable position. 

St. Mark's . St. MaBK’s OpHTHAXMIO HoSPITAL. 

ophthalmic 

Hospital. 23 patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1863; 
263 were admitted ; 264 were discharged in the succeeding year; 
and 22 remained on the 31st March, 1864. The average daily 
number of beds occupied throughout the year was 21f. The 
time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 27 days. 

2,600 extern patients were attended at Sie hospital dispensary 
during the year for diseases of the eye and ear. 

This institution was in the most satisfactory condition when 
inspected. AH its arrangements, including those of a well managed 
dispensary, appear to he very judicious. 

The Hospi- The Hospital foe Ihcueablbs. 

ial for Jn- 

ematies. This Institution contained 74 patients on the 31st March, 1863; 
during the next year 29 were admitted; none were discharged; 
21 died; and 82 remained on the 31st March, 1864. 

This hospital is well conducted, and apparently with much 
attention to the comforts of its inmates; though from the con- 
struction of its wards, and the peculiar condition of the patients, 
it cannot present the more regular appearance of other hospitals. 
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On the occasion of our inspection it contained 111 patients, 49 
males and 62 females ; 26 were in the wing that has been lately 
erected for cases of phthisis, in w'hich portion it is expected that 
accommodation for forty will be provided. 



Classified lists of the diseases of the patients admitted into the 
different hospitals, and of those of which patients died, are given 
in the Appendix No. 3. 

We append Tables, Appendix (Nos. 4, 5, and 6), which show 
in detail the year’s income and expenditure of each institution; 
the number of patients treated ; the mortality in each ; the average 
daily number of beds occupied in each throughout the year, and 
the average cost per bed.

Westmoreland Lock Hospital, Bublin, 
March 21, 1865. 

Sir, — In reply to yonr letter of the 16th instant, requesting that the 
Governors of this Hospital “ will supply the Board of Superintendence 
with such information or suggestions as they may deem necessary to give 
respecting the state and condition of this Institution,” 1 am directed to 
state that during the past year the ameliorations of the house, and the 
system of interior economy with which your Board are already well 
informed, and which have received their approval, have been carefully 
attended to ; but that nevertheless a considerable outlay is still required 
before the roof of the main building can be considered as in a safe and 
satisfactory condition. It has been certified by Mr. Wilkinson that an 
outlay of above .£300 will be required for tbis object alone, independent 
of any additional repairs which may be found necessary during the pro- 
gress of the year. 

We beg to say we have no funds available for these purposes, all the 
savings of former years having been exhausted by the outlay necessary 
to maintain a building which from time had become so much in need of 
repair, and also in executing so many needful improvements as have been 
carried on with your sanction and approval. 

I am further directed to furnish you with copies of the correspondence 
which has taken place with Sir Thomas Larcom on the subject of our 
finances (see copies) ; and the Governors desire me to express their earnest 
hope that the Board of Superintendence will sustain the request for at 
least the increase of £400 to their annual grant, to make up the balance 
^ the sum of £3,000 recommended to he granted annually to this 
Hospital by the Select Committee of the House of Commons appointed in 
1854 to inquire into, and report on the Hospitals of this city.

Hospital to state, in reply to your letter of the 16tb instant, that the 
pressure on this Hospital has *been very considerable during the latter 
part of the year 1864:-6, in consequence of the increased virulence of the 
type of fever, aa well as from the extended spread of both typhus fever 
and small-pox in the crowded dwellings of the artisans and poor room- 
keepers in this city ; the average numbers, as compared with the year 
1863-4, being as under: —

It appears thus that this Institution has been able to afFord relief to 
very great number of poor roonikcopers — in some instances eight and 
even ten of a family having been stricken with fever — a relief wliich 
could not have been afforded had the Managing Committee been induced 
to yield to the pressure put on them at various times, to act as the 
Workhouse Hospital, and thus have filled their Institution with the 
inmates of the nnion. “ 

The expense of receiving so many more patients than their yearlv 
estimate contemplates has not deterred the Committee from thus meeting 
the present emergency, even at the necessity of diminishing, in some 
considerable degree, their principal fund. They trust that they will not 
have reason to regret this endeavour to stop the ravages of disease. They 
have good reason to believe that, under the blessing of Providence, the 
increase and spread of contagion has been considerably checked by this 
prompt and extended action.

House of Industry Hospitals, Dublin, 
April 1, 1865. 

Sni,_I am directed by the Bo.ard of Governors of these Hospitals to 
state, m reply to yonr letter of 16th ultimo, that the undermentioned 
alterations and improvements have (amongst others) been carried out 
within the past year, viz. : — 

_1. The old building, formerly known as “The Supplementary Hard- 
wicke Fever Hospital,” has been removed. 

2. The Board having sold a plot of ground in front of the Hardwicke 
Fever Hospital to the proprietors of the Carmichael School of Medicine, 
as a site for their new school, were enabled, with a portion of the fund 
realized by such sale, to build an additional wing to the Hardwicke 
Hospital. This wing is situate at the north side of the Hospital, and 
comprises two fine wards, measuring 49 feet by 20 feet, having distinct 
nurses rooms, sculleries, and water-closets attached. 

3. A portion of the building which faces the east end of the Hardwicke 
Hospital, and which was formerly known as a department for lunatics, 
has been converted into a commodious chapel for the use of the Koman 
Catholic patients. 

4. Bight water-closets have been constructed in the Hardwicke Hospital. 

6. A east zinc reclining hath has been fitted up in the Hardwicke 

Hospital, and an improved system for heating the water adopted. 

6. The privies at rere of the Hardmcke Hospital have been entirely 
removed. 

1‘t'^pdry department has been lighted with gas. 

8. Recreation grounds for the convalescent fever patients have been 
formed on the site of the old Supplementary Hardwicke Hospital. 

9. The gardens adjoining the building known as Public Offices, have 

been enclosed by a light wire fence, the old wooden paling having been 
removed. x- o o 

10. It having been arranged that the balance of t]ie fund produced by 
sa e 01 ground above referred to, should be applied towards improving the 
condition, ^ regards space, ventilation, and other advantages of the 
rticbmond Surgical Hospital, the Board of G-overnors determined upon 
reconstructing a portion of that Hospital, by building ai new and extended 
Wing on the site upon which previously stood wards Kos. 4, 9, and 13^ on 
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the north-east side. These works are at present in progress, and will, it 
is expected, be completed by the ensuing autumn. 

The state of the Institution continues to be satisfactory, but it must be 
observed that, owing to the largely increased number of patients suffering 
from fever, small-pox, and other, contagious diseases, who sought for 
and obtained admission into the Hardwicke Hospital during the past 
twelve months, the fund placed by the Government at the disposal of the 
Board has, for the reason mentioned, proved insufficient to defray the 
nnavoidably increased expenditure, notwithstanding that the strictest 
economy was exercised in every department, as far as it could be carried 
out without impairing the efficiency and usefulness of the Institution.

The Lying-in Hospital, Dublin, 
March 31, 18G5. 

— I am directed by the Board of Governors of the Lying-in Hospital 
to acknowledge your letter of the 17tli instant, requesting that the Board 
of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals may be supplied with any in- 
formation or suggestions they may want to give with respect to this 
Institution. 

In reply, I am directed to state, that during the year ended 31st March, 
1864, the condition of this Hospital has been most satisfactory in every 
respect. From the returns already furnished, the Board of Superin- 
tendence will observe, that out of 1,437 patients admitted during the 
year, only 32 labour patients, and 2 chronic patients have died. The 
mortality of infants has also been very small, namely, 26 ; and in almost 
all cases the cause of death is stated to he “ debility,” several being 



premature. 

The value of this Hospital as a school of midwifery has always been 
acknowledged, and the Governors think it deserving of record in the 
Report of the Board of Superintendence. The number of pupils admitted 
during the year was — Male pupils, 80 ; female, 21 (3 of whom were from 
Africa) ; total, 101. 

The Hospital is in perfect repair at present. 

The Governors- have also the pleasure to report, that a number of 
benevolent friends, who appreciate the value of this Institution, and were 
desirous to make it still more advantageous to their poorer fellow-citizens, 
have formed a committee with a view to collecting a sum of money to be 
invested at interest, in order to form an annual income, to be applied to 
the providing of a cab for the conveyance of each patient from the 
Hospital to her home. This very desirable object has been successfully 
accomplished, and is now in operation. The Governors need not dwell 
on the value of this addition to the comforts and future health of the 
patients, as it must be manifest to every one, and is fully appreciated; 
and the Governors feel bound to express their very great obligations to 
those kind friends with whom this considerate and benevolent idea 
originated.

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 16th inst,, requesting that tlie Governors of this Hospital would 
supply them with any information or suggestions which they may deem 
advisable to give respecting the state and condition of the Institution, 
preparatory to the Annual Report which the Board of Superintendence 
are about to make to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant ; and in reply, I 
am directed to inform you that during the ])ast year the Governors have 
erected a now wing for consumptive patients on the west end of the 
Hospital, capable of containing forty beds, at an outlay of about £1,400, 
defrayed entirely by public subscription, by means of which the Governors 
were enabled to increase the number of patients from 73 to 112. 1» 
addition to this, various sanitary and other improvements have been 
effected, viz., the different portions of the house are now supplied with 
j the water-closets and house possess a plentiful supply of water, the 
Governors having recently made arrangements with the Ratbmines Com- 
missioners for the supply of same, which, from its high pressure, is capable 
of being used in any part of the bouse; a verandah for the use and 
comfort of the patients in wet weather has also been erected, aud all these 
important improvements have been effected without any encroachments 
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OD the capital f the Hospital. The Governors, encouraged by the kind 
support received during the past year, have ventured to erect a correspond- 
wino- on the east end of the Institution, which will cost about £1,050, 
half of which sum has already been subscribed. In conclusion, I am 
directed to state that the condition of the Institution, as to its internal 
arrangements, is maintained in the highest order, and with strict regard 
to economy.
